In doin g so. he appeared to be 
lay in g down a n ew gov ern men t pol­ 
icy of tellin g poten tial aggressors 
in adv an ce where the Un itd States 
will fight to protect its secu rity . 
The Chin ese Commu n ists mu st 
n ow realize, he said, that “they 
cou ld n o lon ger cou n t” on the 
“ priv ileged san ctu ary ” 
of Man ­ 
chu rian air an d su pply bases in 
the ev en t they ren ew aggression 
As for In dochin a, the secretary 
n oted in a foreign policy speech 
prepared for the American Legion 
Con v en tion that Commu n ist Chin a 
is train in g, equ ipin g an d su pply in g 
Commu n ist rebels in In dochin a. 


Makes Declaration 
Du les then declared: 
“There is the risk that, as in 
Korea, Red Chin a might sen d its 
own army in to In dochin a. The Chi­ 
n ese Commu n ist regime shou ld re­ 
alize that su ch a secon d aggression 
cou ld n ot occu r withou t grav e con ­ 
sequ en ces which might n ot be con ­ 
fin ed to In dochin a. 
“I say this soberly in the in ter­ 
est of peace an d in the hope of 
prev en tin g an other aggressor mis­ 
calcu lation .” 
Du lles told the v eteran s the Ko­ 
rean War has tau ght the Un ited 
States “a lesson which we ex pect 
to apply in the in terest of fu tu re 
peace.” The lesson , he said, is 
this: 
“If ev en ts are likely which will 
in fact lead u s to fight, let u s 
make clear ou r in ten tion in ad­ 
v an ce; then we shall probably n ot 
hav e to fight.” 
He said man y in formed people 
thin k that both World War II an d 
the Korean con flict came abou t be­ 
cau se the aggressors miscalu la- 
ted the thou ght that the American s 
wou ld n ot fight. 
The Koropn fightin g has estab­ 
lished, he ssu ft, that '''aggressors 
hostile to the free world can n ot go 
on en largin g themselv es by the 
con qu est of small n ation s, u n til 
they become bloated with power 
an d bu sy with su ccess.” 
In cau tion in g again st possible 
n ew Commu n ist aggression again st 
Sou th Korea, Du lles n oted that the 
Un ited States an d its 15 Un ited 
Nation s allies in Korea hav e join tly 
declared that an y v iolation of the 
arm istice wou ld cau se grav e con ­ 
sequ en ces which probably cou ld n ot 
be con fin ed within the fron tiers of 
Korea. 
“Sin ce 19 50,” the secretary said, 
“ the forces of aggression hav e 
been su pplied, equ ipped, an d pro­ 
tected by air from u n molested 
bases in Chin a, ju st n orth of the 
Yalu . 
“If, howev er, the Commu n ists 
desire to resu me the war, they 
n ow kn ow that they cou ld n o lon ^ 
e r cou n t on this priv ileged ‘san c­ 
tu ary .” 


Miss Aiko Miy ashita, a Japan ese 
stu den t atten din g Sou theast Mis­ 
sou ri State College, Cape G irar­ 
deau , on a scholarship, kept m em­ 
bers of the Kiwan is Clu b in lau gh­ 
ter last n ight as she spoke to them 
of her hu morou s ex perien ces sin ce 
comin g to the Un ited States in 
September, 19 51. 
Althou gh 
takin g En glish 
two 
y ears while in school in Japan , 
Miss Miy ashita said she was lost 
in the con v ersation when she ar­ 
riv ed here becau se of the man y 
slan g ex pression s. 
Now speakin g En glish most flu ­ 
en tly , she related an em barrassin g 
in ciden t that 
happen ed to her 
when she ate her first meal at 
college. Goin g with an other Jap­ 
an ese frien d, she had “cram m ed” 
with a En glish-Japan ese con v er­ 
sation book the n ight before so 
she wou ld kn ow ju st what to say . 
The meal began an d Aiko was 
passed food an d each time she 
wou ld say , “Than k y ou sir or 
ma’am, as the case may be.” Each 
time she wou ld say this her frien d 
wou ld giv e her a kick u n der the 
table, an d this on ly bewildered 
Miss Miy ashita more. Later when 
her frien d asked why she did this, 
Aiko poin ted ou t that was w hat 
the phrase had said to do. 
Miss Miy ashita also described 
her first time u t eatin g sou p. Con ­ 
su min g the liqu id with lou d sip­ 
pin g sou n ds, Aiko was su rprised 
to look u p an d fin d others at the 
table frown in g at her. Later she 
ex plain ed that lou d sippn ig sou n ds 
in Japan sign ify that the gu est is 
en joy in g w hatev er the liqu id may 
be an d that she was on ly doin g 
w hat was correct in her n ativ e 
lan d. 
Aiko said she wen t to American 
mov ies man y times when she first 
arriv ed here an d this helped her 
immen sely in learn in g the En glish 
lan gu age an d American slan g. 
Miss Miy ashita was able to come 
to this cou n try throu gh a scholar­ 
ship offered her by the Missou ri 
Federation of Woman ’s Clu bs. 
The ex pression “d n d e Sam” had 
Aiko pu zzled u n til she took gov ­ 
ern men t an d fou n d ou t who he 
was. Before that she thou ght he 
mu st be a most importan t person 
becau se he was qu ite often the 
topic of con v ersation with ev ery ­ 
on e.

GETTING READY TO HOUSE 
PULLETS 
Poultrymen who get pullets into 
clean 
and comfortable quarters 
when they reach maturity nearly 
always get the highest fall egg 
production. Egg prices this fall are 
expected to be at least 20 percent 
higher than last year, says Tom B. 
Stroup, County Agent. This means 
that folks who get their pullets 
in productions now will be able to 
realize satisfactofv profits this fall. 
Too often, pullet housing is de­ 
layed until cold weather approa­ 
ches. This usually results in loss of 
egg production. If the pullets are 
allowed to lay on the range ofr a 
considerable length of time, they 
will slow up production soon after 
they are housed. For this reason 
it is recommended that pullets be 
housed before they are 5 to 10 
percent production. Most good pou- 
ltrymen have already housed their 
pullets in Scott County. 
A good flock of pullets will not 
perform well if housed in a filthy 
and poorly ventilated house. First 
job is to remove all the interior

To prevent their occurrence dur­ 
ing the coming laying year, the 
roosts should be sprayed with a five 
percent DDT solution. Spray into all 
cracks and crevices. 
Before birds are placed in the 
laying house, they should be care­ 
fully examined for body lice. They 
can be controlled easily by using 
sodium fluoride as a dust or dip, 
and by painting roosts with a 1.5 
percent lindane solution. 
Overcrowding will result in low­ 
er egg production. The old rule of 
square feet of floor space for light 
hens and 4 square feet for heavy 
breeds is still a good rule to follow. 
Cannibalism is likely to be more of 
! a problem, too, where th pullets 


are overcrowded. 
One of the reasons many poultry­ 
men fail to get good egg product­ 
ion is that they fail to provide 
plenty of feeder space for the birds. 
Where a 20 percent laying mash is 
fed and grain hand fed once or 
twice a day, two 5-foot feeders 
should be provided for each 10 
birds. This is assuming that part 
of the grain is fed on the litter or 
in shallow troughs. One automatic 
fountain should be provided for 
each 200 birds. 
Another that might be cheek­ 
ed is the number of nests. If in­

should be one for each 5 birds. In 
case the community nest is used, 
figure that 2’ x 10’ nest will take 
care of 100 birds.

Sawmill Fo r Pe rsimmo n 
! 
By Roy H. Degler, 
I 
Forest Management Advisor 
On Highway 14 at the outsk irts 
of Doniphan, in Ripley county, is 
a most unusual sawmill. Here, 
Earl Klenn processes short logs 
from persimmon trees. 
Usually the persimmon is con­ 
sidered almost, a shrub. As every- 
|one k nows, it bears small, tomato 
1 shaped fruit, astrigent when green 
that the q uote - “mouth puck ered 
lik e he'd been eating green persim ­ 
mons” is widely used. When ripe, 
though, the fruit is esteemed by 
those who k now that a persimmon 
is ripe, generally, after a hard 
frost. 
A rare type of persimmon does 
ex ist that ripens during September, 
well before frost. This “summer 
persimmon” , not widely reeogni- 
zt'd. occasionally occurs in the 
wild and is available at some tree 
nurseries. The Early Golden is one 
of the better types of this early 
frost-free ripening persimmon. 
Farm ers k now the persimmon as 
a stubborn sprout, one of the most 
persistent nuisances in pasture and 
field, and usually don’t want the 
vinft nroimd 
"Rut Klenn has a 
large sign on the front of his build­ 
ing 
that 
reads: 
PERSIMMON 
WANTED. He buys short logs or 
bolts cut from persimmon trees. 
These bolts ranging from ten inches 
in diam eter are cut into sq uare 
timbers approx imately four inches 
thick , six inches wide and the 


length of the bolt. Smaller 
2V2- 
inch sq uares, 20 inches long, are 
cut from the slabs left after slicing 
the larger pieces. 
Large pieces are shipped to a 
processor out of the state, whore 
they are given a three-week s cure 
in a dry k iln. The plank s then are 
cut, lecut, and then turned into 
golf’s brassies or drivers, those 
large clubs used for driving golf 
balls from the tie to the green, 
or thereabouts. The heavy, inter­ 
lock ing grain of persimmon mak es 
It almost the only wood that will 
stand up to the shock of a man 
(or woman) pounding the hard ball 
over hill and dale. 
Smaller pieces of this wood are 
carefully inspected for defect, the 
ends dipped in paraffin to prevent 
check ing, and the partially dried 
block s shipped to a processing plant 
that shapes them into shuttles for 
use in cotton and woolen mills. 
There, they carry the thread back 
and forth through the warp to 
fashion the cloth and clothing of 
civilization. Here again the heavy 
smooth wearing q ualities of p er­ 
simmon mak e it an ideal m aterial 
for the purpose. 


1 “Ideal” might be q ualified to 
“substitute” : the persimmon is a 
substitute for the wood of the flow­ 
ering dogwood which, not so long 
ago, was used ex clusively for shut­ 
tles.) 
• 
Anyway, Klenn’s 
sawmill helps 
the low’ly persimmon climb from 
being just a “puck errrrouth” or 
troublesome sprout to the Country 
Club set.

At the beginning of each year an 
over-all plan is made which is bro­ 
ken down into seasons. There are, 
for example, spring and fall calf 
crops. Summer is the time for hay 
harvest. Oats must be sowed in 
March and the corn in May. There 
are times for spreading lime, for 
digging ponds, for building fence, 
for getting in the winter’s wood. 
These are seasonal tasks And fin­ 
ally, at the start of each week we 
set up a list of the jobs to be done 
during the next six days, beginning 
with Monday. Thus there are a 
couple of setting hens to be cooped 
up. feed to grind for the steers. The 
east pasture to plow, a new feed 
bunk to build, cattle to move from 
one pasture to another, a fence 
to fix, a new tire to mount for 
the tractor. 


w’as an exciting event to the peo­ 
ple on the farms and in the vil­ 
lages of the intcrio'r. for the ped­ 
dler offered a w'elcome interlude 
in the monotony of country life. 
Missourians enjoyed bargaining 
with these strangers, though ped­ 
dlers were sometimes characters 
of suspicion, being accused of all 
sprts of chicanery, especially by 
the more settled village merchants. 
Farm ers on isolated homesteads 
were eager to buy goods and to 
hear the latest news from other 
regions. When trade lagged in one 
locality it was a simple m atter for 
the peddler to move on to green­ 
er fields. 
Traveling merchants of the cur­ 
ly 19th century did much to fur­ 
ther the settlement of Missouri by 
furnishing the few' necessity and 
luxuries desired by settlers before 
the influx of imigrants made per­ 
manent stores profitable. 
The peddler needed only a horse 
and wagon and a few dollars ready 


Some of these merchants were ob­ 
served as late as 1833. 
When merchandising took on a 
more permanent form, storekeep­ 
ers paid less attention to compe­ 
tition from the transient peddlers. 
They tried instead to win the it­ 
inerant’s wholesale business. Kerr 
and Guild at Jackson, Missouri, 
in 1826 advertised a shipment of 
goods recently purchased in the 
East and invited peddlers in the 
southern part of the state to call 
and examine the stock. 
The wave of immigration after 
the 1820s spelled doom for the 
roving peddler and his w?agon full 
of trinkets. In more thickly pop­ 
ulated areas the settled business 
man had the advantage because of 
his larger stock of goods, his great 
er willingness to grant credit and 
to take farm products in exchange 
for merchandise, and his better 
acquaintance with the people of 
the neighborhood.

That Red Chinese Aggression 
Might Invoke War by West

from Korea if peace negotia­ 
tions fail. 


ST. LOUIS (/^Secretary of State 
Dulles solemnly warned the Com­ 
m unist world today that Red Chi­ 
nese aggression against Korea or 
Indochina might provoke war by 
the W est against China itself. 
In doing so, he appeared to be 
laying down a new governm ent pol­ 
icy of telling potential aggressors 
in advance where the Unitd States 
will fight to protect its security. 
The Chinese Communists must 
now realize, he said, that “ they 
could 
no longer 
count” 
on 
the 
“ privileged 
.sanctuary" 
of 
Man­ 
churian air and supply bases in 
the event they renew 
aggression 
As for Indochina, the secretary 
noted in a foreign policy speech 
prepared for the American Legion 
Convention that Communist China 
is training, equiping and supplying 
Communist rebels in Indochina. 


Makes Declaration 
Duies then declared: 
“There is the risk that, as in 
Korea. Red China m ight send its 
own army into Indochina. The Chi­ 
nese Communist regim e should re­ 
alize that such a second aggression 
could not occur without grave con­ 
sequences which might not be con­ 
fined to Indochina.

Poultrymen who get pullets into

This means 
that folks who get their pullets 
in productions now will be able to 
realize satisfactory profits this fall. 
Too often, pullet housing is de­ 
laved until cold weather approa­ 
ches. This usually results in loss of 
egg production. If the pullets are 
allowed to lay on the range ofr a 
considerable length of time, they 
will slow* up production soon after | 
they are housed. For this reason 
it is recommended that pullets be 
housed before they are 5 to 10 
percent production. Most good pou­ 
ltrymen have already housed their 
pullets in Scott County. 
A good flock of pullets will not 
perform well if housed in a filthy 
and poorly ventilated house.

They 
can be controlled easily by using 
sodium fluoride as a dust or dip, 
and by painting roosts with a 1.5 
percent lindane solution. 
Overcrowding will result in low­ 
er egg production. The old rule of 
square feet of floor space for light 
hens and 4 square feet for heavy 
breeds is still a good rule to follow. 
Cannibalism is likely to be more of

Sawmill For Persimmon

On Highway 14 at the outskirts 
of Doniphan, in Ripley county, is 
a 
m ost unusual 
sawm ill. 
Here, 
E arl Klenn processes short logs 
from persim m on trees. 
Usually the persim m on is con­ 
sidered alm ost, a shrub. As everv- 
|one knows, it bears sm all, tom ato 
shaped fruit, astrigent when green 
th a t the quote - “ m outh puckered 
like he'd been eating green p ersim ­ 
m ons” is widely used. When ripe, 
though, the fruit is esteem ed by 
those who know th a t a persim m on 
is ripe, generally, afte r a hard 
frost. 
A rare type of persim m on does 
exist that ripens during Septem ber, 
well before frost. This “ su m m er 
persim m o n ” , not widely recogni­ 
zed, 
occasionally 
occurs 
in 
the 
wild and is available at som e tree 
nurseries. The E a rly Golden is one 
of the b etter types of this early 
frost-free ripening persim m on. 
F a rm e rs know the p ersim m on as 
a stubborn sprout, one of the m ost 
persistent nuisances in p astu re and 
field, and usually don't w ant the

large sign on the front of his build­ 
ing 
that 
reads: 
PER SIM M O N 
WANTED. He buys short logs or 
bolts cut from persim m on trees. 
These bolts ranging from ten inches 
in d ia m eter a re cut into square 
tim bers approxim ately four inches 
thick, 
six 
inches 
wide 
and th e 


length of the bolt. Sm aller 2V2- 
inch squares, 20 inches long, are 
cut from the slabs left after slicing 
the larger pieces. 
L arge pieces a re shipped to a 
processor out of the state, whore 
they are given a three-weeks cure 
in a dry kiln. The planks then are 
cut, lecut, and then turned into 
golf's brassies or drivers, 
those 
large clubs used for driving golf 
balls from the tee to the green, 
or thereabouts. The heavy 
inter­ 
locking grain of persim m on m akes 
It alm ost the only wood that will 
stand up to the shock of a man 
(or woman) pounding the hard ball 
over hill and dale. 
Sm aller pieces of this wood are 
carefully inspected for defect, the 
ends dipped in paraffin to prevent 
checking, and the partially dried 
blocks shipped to a processing plant 
that shapes them into shuttles for 
use in cotton and woolen mills. 
There, they c a rry the thread back 
and forth 
through 
the w arp to 
fashion the cloth and clothing of 
civilization. H ere again the heavy 
smooth w earing qualities of per­ 
sim m on m ake it an ideal m aterial 
for the purpose. 
(“ Ideal” m ight bo qualified to 
“ substitute” : the persim m on is a 
substitute for the wood of the flow­ 
ering dogwood which, not so long 
ago. was used exclusively for shut­ 
tles.)

T he hooves

pans, 
medicines, 
trinkets and calico for sale to Mis­ 
sourians in the back country w here 
th ere w ere as yet few stores. 
T h e arriv al of this w agon and 
the 
picturesque 
Y ankee peddler 
w as an exciting event to the peo­ 
ple on the farm s and in the vil­ 
lages of the interior, for the ped ­ 
dler offered a welcom e interlude 
in the monotony of country life. 
M issourians enjoyed bargaining 
w ith these strangers, though ped­ 
dlers w ere som etim es characters 
of suspicion, being accused of all 
sorts of chicanery, especially by 
the m ore settled village m erchants. 
F arm ers on isolated hom esteads 
w ere eager to buy goods an d to 
h ea r the latest new s from other 
regions. When trad e lagged in one 
locality it was a sim ple m a tte r for 
the peddler to m ove on to g reen ­ 
er fields. 
T raveling m erchants of the e a r­ 
ly 19th century did m uch to fu r­ 
th er the settlem ent of M issouri by 
furnishing the few necessity and 
luxuries desired by settlers before 
the influx < f im igrants m ade p e r­ 
m an en t stores profitable. 
T h e peddler needed only a horse 
and w agon and a few dollars read y 


cash to buy m erchandise on cred ­ 
it and begin his trek to the west. 
He could travel perhaps six to 
tw enty miles a d a f and often took 
an entire sum m er to cover his 
territory. 
A nother kind of peddler fol­ 
lowed the rivers of Missouri, load­ 
ing boats w ith a stock of bacon, 
flour, 
whiskey, 
furniture, 
and 
stock was sold out, or, if the trad e 
was slow, easily 
m oved 
dow n 
stream to an o th er village. W hen 
lie had sold his cargo, the riv er 
peddler disposed of his flatboat 
too and retu rn ed hom e by steam er. 
Some of these m erchants w ere ob­ 
served as late as 1833. 
W hen m erchandising took on a 
m ore p erm an en t form, storekeep­ 
ers paid less attention to com pe­ 
tition from the tran sien t peddlers.

K e rr 
and Guild at Jackson, M issouri, 
in 1826 advertised a shipm ent of 
goods recently purchased in the 
East and invited peddlers in the 
southern p a rt of the state to call 
and exam ine the stock. 
T he w ave of im m igration after 
the 1820s spelled doom for the 
roving peddler and his wagon full 
of trinkets. In m ore thickly po p ­ 
ulated areas the settled business­ 
m an had the advantage because of 
his larger stock of goods, his g re a t­ 
er willingness to g ran t credit and 
to take farm products in exchange 
for m erchandise, and his b etter 
acquaintance with the people of 
the

One of tht' things which m akes 
farm ing both interesting and ex- 
aspirating is this: While work m ust 
be planned down to the sm allest 
detail, it is never possible to follow 
the plan.

H ere at Possum Trot we start
